'served overseas, was promoted to captain and remained in Germany dur- 
ing 1919 with the army of Occupation. In 1920, Murphy returned home 
to civilian life and. made his political debut as Chief Assistant United 
State* Attorney for the Eastern District of Michigan.

In one tonn the disease Is Known 


as "acute rheumatic 
fever". 
The 


sufferer has a high fever, sweats 
freely and complains of severe pain 
in the joints. This may be so severe 
that the slightest vibration or move- 
ment produces excruciating suffer- 
ing. 


Victims olf tliis disease should re- 


main in bed until all symptoms and 
fever disappear. The inflamed joints 
should be fixed In a comfortable posi- 
tion. This can be done with pillows 
or by wrapping the joint firmly in 
layers Of cotton batting, or by n 
well-fitted, padded splint of wood, or 
light plaster. 


The diet should be simple and con- 


lain sufficient calories to prevent any 
loss of weight. 
Fluids should be 


taken freely to replace the fluid lost 
by excessive sweating. 


Internal medicine for the relief of 


pain and fever must be prescribed by 
the physician. 
The pain should be 


controlled so that, the sufferer may 
obtain rest. Restful sleep lessens the 
pain and gives the sufferer strength 
tb-'-overcome his siege of illness. 


Children afflicted with this disease 


should remain in bed for a period 
; of two or three months after the 
acute signs have-^disappeared, 
In- 


-, volvement of the heart is a. common 


•: complication of acute rheumatic fever 
i iln children. Complete rest in bed

body, tend to prolong or to bring 
about a recurrence of this disease 
Diseased tonsils and teeth should 
never be removed during the acute 
attack. It is best to wait until the 
acute symptoms of the disease have 
subsided. 


Avoid damp places and exposure- 


to cold and wet. The sufferer from 
rheumatism benefits by plenty of 
fresh air. sunshine and good foo.'l 
Rheumatic fever is almost unknown 
in tropical and sub-tropical climates. 
Of course, southern weather is ideal 
for the victims of this dease.se. 


Recently experimental work ha* 


been conducted with vaccines. These 
are made from bacleria taken froir: 
the throats of patients with acute 
rheumatic fever and those conva- 
lescing from the oisra.se. The vaccine 
is injected into the tissues of the suf- 
ferer. The results have been grati- 
fying In a few cases. 
It is hoped i 


that the vaccine will be- perfected and j 
a reliable cure discovered for this | 
painful and dreaded affliction.

The appointment of Mrs. Ruth Bryan Owen, former Representative from 
Florida and daughter of William Jennings Bryan, the "Great Com-

for Mrs. Owen, but also a tribute to womanhood in general. For hith- 
erto the job of representing Uncle Sam in foreign countries had been 
monopolized by men. Mrs. Owen will need little or no coaching in her 
new duties. She was virtually born to statesmanship. In 1891, at the 
•ge of five, she was taken to the House of Representatives ,by her 
father, who was then winning his spurs as an ambitious Representative 
from Illinois. Baby Ruth confided at that time that one day she would 
return as a Congresswoman, a boast she made good. Mrs. Owen was 
educated at Monticello Seminary, near her birthplace at Jacksonville, 
111., and at the University of Nebraska. She married Major f^giaald 
Owen, British Army officer, in 1910 Their wedding was the highspot 
of -the season in Washington. On the outbreak -of the WorJd- Wa-r, 
Major Owen went off to fight for his country, and Mrs. Orwen. volun- 
teered a* a nurse. She served on British fronts in Egypt and) Paleqjjine. 
With the death of her husband from wounds after the Armistice,, ttff.s. 
Owen returned to Florida and devoted herself to her four '-chtldt'^p, 
Ruth, John, Reginald arid Helen.
